Generally speaking, programming of HTs and mobile rigs falls into one of two categories: 
1. The desired channel must be emptied of the old settings before the new settings can be stored. 
2. The new settings can directly overwrite the old ones without first having to empty the channel.

*The UV-5R can only store frequencies that are programmed from the upper line of the two-line 


frequency display (A).

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Heathkit BR2 AM radio by Tom N4TL 


At the last AB40Z Hamfest, I had a Heathkit BR2, five tube, AM radio for sale. It was working the last 
time I had it on. I told people it works. The radio did not sell. A few days ago, I plugged it in to see how 
well it played. Guess what? It did not work. All I heard was some crackling. I took the chassis out of the 
cabinet and did some voltage measurements. The plate voltage on a number of tubes was low. I found the 
grid voltage on the first IF amplifier was plus four volts. It should be negative four volts. Because of this 
incorrect grid voltage, the tube was drawing a lot of current pulling down the plate voltage. 

Looking at the voltages on the transformer, I figured there was a short between the primary and secondary 
windings. I took the transformer out of the radio and my ohms meter showed no problem. It read very high 
resistance. I connected the transformer to a variable voltage power supply with a milliamp meter in the cir- 
cuit. I found that when the voltage went above 200 volts there was about 40 ma of current flow. That is 
about 5,000 ohms of resistance. It only shows up with voltage applied. There is a thin piece of mica be- 
tween the pins of the transformer. I scraped between pins 1&3 and 2&4. Now when applying voltage there 
is no current flow. I put the transformer back in the radio and now it works. 

I am glad the radio did not sell at the Hamfest. I don’t like selling something that is not as described. 

It is listed in the 1958 Heathkit catalog for $18.95; the cabinet is $4.95 extra.

Filter caps are fine, but I'd change them after tuneup, just in case. 


Somewhat better than an S-40 and much better than an S-38, actually usable for hamming AND SWLing, 
general coverage.
